The most widely accepted defini-| 
tion of money is that of Professor | 
Walker: “Any medium which has) 
reached such a degree of accept-| 
ability that no matter what it is| 
made of, and no matter why people | 
want it, no one will refuse it in| 
exchange for his goods.” 

In this definition it will be noted, | 
first, that money is conceived as the 
ins'rument of exchange, second, | 
that it need not, in itself possess 
any value, and third, that it must 
be, in any given community, uni- 
versally acceptable, that is that no 
one will refuse it in payment of 
goods. 

Far back in human history trade 
was carried on by barter. But that 
was cumbersome, and so at an early 
stage of civilization money was de-| 
vised as a means of exchange. It 
consisted of leather discs, shells, 
cattle, nails, various things, not 
necessarily of any value; mere 
tokens. Then we find the precious 
metals, chiefly gold, silver and cop- 
per. come into general use, first 
of al) by weight.

COST JUMP 


Board Members Learn 
Miners Get No Part 
Of Increase 


A 50 per cent boost in the price of | 


coal for the Royal Alexandra hos- 
pital appears likely in 1935, accord- 
ing to a recommendation made by 
the Edmonton Hospital Board at its 
last meeting for the year, held in 
the hospital on Friday night. Chair- 
man A, Farmilo presided. 

A new board is to be appointed 
before the next meeting, however, 
when the only two tenders submit- 
ted will come up for formal ratific- 
ation. 

The lowest tender, that of Mutual 
Coals, a sales organization embrac- 
ing most of the mines in the Ed- 
monton district, bid $1.75 a ton for 
slack coal, as against the present 
price of $1.15 a ton. 

The second bid was entered by 
the Lakeside Collieries, of Wab- 
amun, and was at the rate of $1.85 
a ton. 

According to the estimates sub- 
mitted by Dr. A. F. Anderson, 
superintendent of the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital, it will mean that 
there will be an increase of $3,000 
in the annual coal bil] of the hos- 
pital. The coal bill of the hospital 
for 1934 was $7,500, and the budget 


for the coming year calls for 
$10,500. 


WANT INFORMATION 

Aldermen J. T. McCreath, E. E. 
Owen and Mr. Farmilo spoke in 
favor of recommending that the 
$1.75 bid be accepted, but Dr. G. 
Swallow wondered if this was a 
combine seeking to hold-up the! 
tax-payers. 

“There are two ways of looking 
at this,’ commented Mr. Owen in 
explanation.

Most of the 
scholars in this division are of the 
opinion that quizzes are a necessary 
evil, Not only is a great deal of 
study called for in preparation for 
examinations but in many cases the 
marks awarded by professors fail 
to bring joy to either scholar or

GRADE SYSTEM 

The grade system of correction 
is in vogue at the U. of A. A candi- 
date obtaining a mark between 50 
and 64 is awarded a third class 
standing, between 64 and 84 a sec- 
ond class standing, and between 84- 
100 a first class rating. Most stud- 
ents who obtain a pass, 50 marks of 
over, fall in the third class division. 

Those combining natural ability 
with intensive study are usually 
content with a second class mark. 
First-class standing is the lot of 
those who spare no effort in pre- 
paration, follow courses closely, 
and have intellectual ability of the 
first order. Proportion of students 
on the local campus consistently 
obtaining first-class rating is rela- 
tively small. 


UPHOLD SYSTEM 

Second school of thought on the 
examination issue is comprised of 
those students who are not forced 
to write examinations at Christmas. 
These, strange to say, vigorously 
uphold the test system. If you do 
not write exams, they say, you do 
not study. If you do write them 
you are well versed in your courses 
and are able to enjoy your vacation 
in peace and freedom from twinges 
of conscience.

Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


Hon. Mackenzie Bowell is probably the most 
generally acceptable member of the late minis- 
try for the position of premier, and his selection 
by Lord Aberdeen will no doubt be generally 
satisfactory. He is an old man, over 70, and has 
been in public life for many years, during a 
great part of which time he has filled import- 
ant cabinet positions. The most important of 
these was the customs, of which department he 
was the head for many years. Although this 
department offers probably greater opportun- 
ities for dishonest money-making than any 
other, there is no charge that Mr. Bowell ever 
made a cent out of it. His only fault was that 
he was too exacting and too prone to regard as 
a thief every importer with whom his depart- 
ment had dealings. His qualities were rather 
those of a good servant than of a successful 
", and it is scarcely likely that he will be 
able to hold the party together as successfully 
as his predecessors. Thére are too many of them 
looking for boodle and he will be too stingy 
with it. As confidence in the strength and re- 
spect for the abilities of the leader decrease 
unrest in the party increases. It is quite likely 
that Mr. Bowell’s premiership will be short and 
troubled. * * * Great changes may be expected 
in Canadian politics within the next few years. 
Old issues and old leaders have passed away 
and there is now beginning a process of re- 
adjustment of the politics of the country to the 
conditions of the country, which will no doubt 
result in good to the country, although it may 
not be as apparently beneficial to many of the 
politicians now in active life. .

A British scientist of standing, when Christ- 
mastide is overcast with threats of war in two 
hemispheres, offers the suggestion that in the 
next war, men for chemical warfare shall be 
selected from those over 40 years of age. His 
reasoning is that this sort of warfare is of a 
deadly character and does not call for those of 
the highest physical perfection. 

Obviously it is folly to sacrifice in such 
forms of warfare the pick of the young man- 
hood of the nation, when older men will dé. 
But why limit it to men over 40. It is unjust to 
discriminate against women in this way. Wo- 
men over 40 could be trained to open poison 
gas jets and discharge flame throwers, equally 
with men. Their reproductive period is shorter 
and their will to serve no less than that of men. 
Chemical warfare opens up wonderful possibil- 
ities for service on the part of the thousands 
of women past child-bearing age who in the 
last war went about urging young men to enlist, 
and regretting that their sex precluded them 
from laying down their own lives on the battle- 
field. :

Over lunch today, my particular man chum, 
told me of many episodes of chemical warfare, 
some tragic, some amusing. He was one of the 
engineers in charge of the erection of the great 
munition plant at Gretna. The day all was 
ready to commence the manufacture of cordite 
and fulminate of mercury, their Majesties came 
to formally inspect the plant in action. 

Picric acid, from which cordite is made, has 
a powerful affinity for cotton. Cotton dissclves 
in the acid, becoming cordile or guncotton. 
Thousands of women workers at the plant were 
supplied with special clothing made from fabrics 
free from cotton. The specifications called for 
them to be sewn with silk threed. 

Picric acid fumes from the vats spread 
through the building, while the Royal visitors 
were entering on the tour of inspection. Sud- 
denly loud screams were heard and wemen 
were seen running frantically towards the 
exits. The escort feared sabotage or explosion, 
till some hundreds of girls stampeded past the 
Royal party. Some were entirely nude; some 
were still clutching fragments of what a few 
minutes before had been new overalls and 
dresses. What had happened was that the con- 
tractor tried to save on the silk thread. These 
garments had been stitched with cotton. When 
the picric acid fumes reached them the cotton 
stitching vanished and the clothing of the women 
workers fell into pieces. 

That was a war tragedy that never got past 
the censor, 


Here's another. My friend on his last wound- 
ing was terribly gouged. It happened a few 
days before the Armistice. He was in charge 
of a battery of ten whippet tanks, engaged in 
“mopping up” near Ballieu. About three hun- 
dred men of the second battalion of the Fifth 
Prussian Guards, under an officer, made sur- 
render. They were told to pile their arms in a 
heap. My friend started towards the tanks 
which with guns trained, had lined the road, to 
detail two men to escort the Germans to en- 
campment. Suddenly a German called out, 
“Herr Major!” As he turned, my friend received 
a bomb full in the stomach. He had only time 
to shoot the thrower before the bomb went off, 
disembowelling him. Inflamed at the act of 
treachery, the men in the tanks machine-gunned 
the whole crowd, who paid a terrible price for 
the madness of one of their number. With en- 
maggot-eaten and protruding, and with 
19 pieces of shrapnel inside him, my friend 
reached London where it took skilled surgery 
and over three years of agony and nursing to 
make him nearly whole again. 

Said he, “Before I'd gone to Cretna, I'd 
supervised the construction of a big plant for 
making nitrates from the air by electric process. 
It was a Swedish patent and a condition of 
erecting the factory was that it must be dis- 
mantled immediately following the close of the 
war. 

“When I was able to drive round the coun- 
try a bit, more than two years after the war 
had ended, I drove round to the nitrate factory 
with anotger officer, out of curiosity to see if 
the factory had been dismantled as promised. 
It certainly had. Every piece of machinery had 
been taken away and the place was in ruins. 

“Before we left, I went round to an out- 
house. It had been padlocked but the padlock 
was broken and hanging on the hasp. Inside 
was piled up thousands of sheets of old metal, 
about 24 by 16 inches. There must have been 
many tons of it. ‘Zinc, I guess,’ said the other 
chap, turning one of the plates over with his 
foot, and turning away from the piled up junk. 

“I got him to stay there while I drove to the 
nearest rural police station for a constable. 
Then I wired the war office. During the night 
a company of troops came and took charge of 
the ‘zinc.’ The plates were platinum electrodes, 
They probably were worth a million pounds. 
For two years. they had lain there in a shed 
with a broken padlock: where anyone could 
have gone with a truck and carted them away 
unmolested,” 

How would you like a latina mine of that 
kind, with the stuff all stacked up in sheets 
ready for trucking away.

Carbon Monoxide 
Poisoning 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Every cold winter takes a toll of deaths from 


carbon monoxide poisoning. This gas, being 
colorless, odorless and tasteless, gives little 
warning of the approach of danger. 

Carbon monoxide gas is usualy formed 


wherever there is deficient combustion of fuel. 
It is present to some extent in 
both artificial and natural 
gas, and may form from 
charcoal, coal or gasoline. 
Wherever these fuels are 
used, one should be careful 
that either a large supply of 
oxygen reaches the burner, 
or that the fumes are carried 
off by an unobstructed flue 
or chimney. 

Last winter many deaths 
occurred to people who re- 
mained in closed garages while their automo- 
bile engines were running. 

Carbon monoxide gas, when inhaled, forms 
a very tight union with the hemoglobin of the 
blood and prevents the latter from conveying 
oxygen. Degenerative changes of the brain cells 
result quickly, making this poisoning extreme- 
ly dangerous, as the damage persists even after 
the carbon monoxide has been given off by the 
blood. 


The workers of many trades may be subject 
to chronic monoxide poisoning. This sometimes 
occurs with furnace tenders and miners, but it 
is difficult to gather actual statistics about this 
condition because many cases are unrecognized. 


The principal symptoms of earbon monoxide 
poisoning are a general weakness, dizziness and 
sometimes headache and vomiting. The sub- 
ject notices a feeling of drowsiness. If the mon- 
oxide is present in sufficient quantity, uncon- 
sciousness will follow. The skin assumes a 
peculiar livid color. The pulse is fast and weak, 
and convulsions often occur. After a coma has 
lasted for twenty-four hours, death is almost 
inevitable, and even in cases of recovery from 
this poisoning, there may be bad after effects, 
such as pneumonia, paralysis or neuritis. 


The treatment should be to give the patient 
plenty of fresh air. Artificial respiration may 
be necessary. Most hospitals, fire departments 
and gas companies are equipped with tanks of 
oxygen and other apparatus for giving first 
aid to these cases. 


Blood transfusion does not seem to be of 
assistance and is in many cases actually harm- 
ful. The patient should be encouraged to use 
deep breathing exercises. The diet should be 
carefully moderated for the first few days. 
Alternate feedings of orange juice and milk at 
about two hour intervals should, as a rule, be 
continued for two or three days before the reg- 
ular diet is employed. 

Poisoning from carbon monoxide is really 
inexcusable, and, if you suspect this is occurring 
in your own home, you should call a furnace 
inspector to see that the amount of air mixed 
with the fuel is sufficient to entirely consume 
all of the gas, or that the fumes are properly 
conveyed to the outside of the building.

There is a market in the United 
States, Mr. McFarland has found, 
for 50,000000 bushels of feed 
wheat. But Canada is handi- 
capped in disposing of the wheat 
by an illogical freight rate. A 
great deal of the frosted wheat is 
in Alberta and would, naturally, 
find its way to market by way of 
Vancouver. If it were shipped to 
Europe or China, this wheat 
could roll down to the Coast for 
12 cents a bushel. Going to the 
United States, it must pay 25.2 
cents, and that extra 13.2 cents 
will prevent its going 

The situation is so absurd as to 
be almost comical. But it is trag- 
ic, too, tragic as suggesting a 
helplessness that is exasperating 
and tragic in the neglect of offer- 
ing Opportunities. Here is Can- 
ada, which has been suffering for 
five years, now, under the shadow 


of an overhanging surplus of 
wheat, She has an opportunity to 
get rid of 50,000,000 bushels of 


that surplus, but she seems more 
concerned with maintaining the 
little absurdities and anomalies 
of her freight rates structure than 
with cleaning up the situation 
and bringing the great agricul- 
tural population of the prairies 
back to a point where it can be- 
gin to sell its product for a cent 
or two above the cost of pro- 
duction.—Vancouver Province.

INJUSTICE TO WESTERNERS 


Editor, Bulletin: Viewing the 
policies of our federal govern- 
ment and its method of aiding in- 
dustry, let us compare two bod- 
jes, the Eastern Manufacturer and 
the Western Producer 

The former, as a result of “un- 
fair foreign. competition,” has 
been on the government relief 
program by way of protective 
tariffs for some time and at pres- 
ent conducts his business on a 
profitable basis — which, without 
tariffs, he says, would be impos- 
sible. 

There is no particular objection 
to this, excepting that we,” the 
Westerners, have to pay these 
profits out of our own pocket 

Now, this alfo is quite al right 
if we were given a fifty-fifty 
dea) 

If the eastern manufacturer is 
allowed a p'an whereby he makes 
a profit, why not apply this to 
the Westerner? 

Using the same principle, but 
reversing the situation to epply 
to western producers, while the 
eastern manufacturer 
exporter (he would naturally 
tarve to death if he were), the 
western producer is, and since we 
cannot dictate pr'zes to our over- 
secs customers there is obviously 
only one pan to work on. That 
js, to increase the buying power 
of the producer by raising the 
local price of his produce. 

Either inflate the dollar to give 
him cost of production, plus a 
profit, or subsidize the industry, 
preferably the former 

Western Canada will never see 
prosperity until the producer gets 
this—no matter what schemes we 
evolve. I positively defy any po- 
lit'cal body to bring forward a 
proposed p’an for solving the de- 
pression that does not include 
this as its basis. 

Purchasing power for ‘ne pro- 
ducer is the key to prosperity 
for everyone. 

I believe I can safely say that 
95 per cent of our producers are 
in debt. The majority of these 
debts were incurred up to 1929 
when wheat was on a_ paying 
bas's at $1.00 per bushel and other 
raw products up in proportion, 

It costs, on an average, 60 cents 
to raise a bushel of wheat. Now, 
these debts were incurred on a 
dollar-per-bushel basis in good 
faith by both parties, neither 
knew nor figured on this com- 
modity dropping below cost of 
production as we have seen it 
dur-ng the p ‘t three years 

How is it possible to get ahead 
or even keep going with this 
year’s No. 4 wheat at around 45 
cents per bushel? 

This is easily solved. The gov- 
ernment bluffs the producers by 


is not an- 


creating “Debt Adjustment 
Boards” and other incidentals, 
supposedly to aid him. These 


hold off the cred.tors and forces 
the producers to carry on at a 
loss—living in hopes (which re- 
minds one of the European war 
debts and the impossibility of 
paying them). 

The only achievement of the 
Debt Adjustment Board, ete, is 
the preventing of a hopeless col- 
lapse of agricultural and other 
industries. 

All these schemes to aid the 
farmer in particu.ar are nothing 
but a ‘“pul-off” or a bluff, and 
without them the psychological 
result would be far better. At 
least we would have less farmers 
more on relief), less wheat, and 
therefore higher prices. 

And the joke is that we could 
actually pay the relief money out 
of the profits!—which isn't a bad 
start. 

Why not step out and give the 
producer the ad that the eastern 
mnufacturer gets? 

The writer is not a producer, 
but he has begun to realize that 
before a.l else, the producer is 
the main spring and all others 
are merely wheels within wheels 

The term producer, by the way, 
is intended to cover all raw com- 
modities and natural resources,

and give the matter a broader- 
minded thought.

I do not mind repeating this, for 
the reason that the explanation is 
amusing. I was taking an unfair 
advantage of those supposed-to-be- 
hard-boiled correspondents. None 
of them realized the course , of 
training through which I had been 
put by the people of California. I 
had been rehearsing that speech 
almost every night for a full year. 
I had made it in two minute news- 
reel form; I had made it in two- 
hour oration form. I could cut it 
and fit it while in action. I had 
practiced over the radio so as to 
end it literally on a certain second. 
If the announcer told me that I 


had twelve minutes and a half, i 
| 


was all right; or if he changed hi 
mind and said I had thirteen min- 
utes. and fifteen seconds, that was 
equally all right. 

I had tried all my jokes and 
polished their points with audiences 
of every kind cf person you could 
think of: the Hollywood Chamber 
of Commerce. the Lawyers’ Club, 
the Ministerial Association, 
Graduate Students of U.S.C., the 
youngsters of Los Angeles Junior 
College. the Society of Cost Ac- 
countants, the County Medical So- 
ciety, the League of Women Voters, 
the Junior Ebell Club, the Comp- 
ton Co-operative, the employees of 
the Los Angeles Street Railways— 
IT am naming them as they come to 
memory. 


TALKED EVERYWHERE 
TO EVERYBODY 

I had talked to audiences of 
fsrmers in every one of the great 
valleys of California; I had talked 
in theatres, schoolhouses, churches, 
picnic grounds; in sun and in rain;

Agreement between the three 
great branches of the Christiaz 
church, Catholic, Protestant and 
Greek Orthodox, concerning fixed 
dates for Easter and other feasts 
and related fundamental calendar 
reform was made public in Dayton 
Ohio, by the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. 

While calendar reform 
important effects on ecclesiastical 
observance did not occupy first im- 
portance in the agenda of the 
council's sessions, it is regraded as 
significant of new co-operation. 

This ir 


mportance is pointed out in 
the repart of the council's depart- 
ment of relations with churches 
abroad. Dr. S. Parks Cadman of 
New York is chairman of this de- 
partment 

“For the first time 
history all the churches of the 
world have actually been consulted 
on a specific question and replies 
are now in hand which seem likely 
to lead the League of Nations to 
Proceed with its plan” the Cadman 
report states. 

The report adds that “one result 
will be that instead of having 
Christians celebrating Easter, 
Christmas and other festivals on 
different dates, the whole Christian 
world will at least be one in at 
least tis particular.” 

With exception of a few minor 
“sabbatarian” faiths, such as Seven 
Day Adventists, the Protestant and 
orthodox world is now in complete} 
calendar reform agreement. While 
it has not yet officially spoken, the

able, therefore, that junior Cana 
dian citizens possess a sure grasp 
of those political and economic 
principles which govern the atti- 


tude of the parties to this dispute.

the outset there should be a 


clear understanding of the 
peculiar form which our Cagvadian 
tariff structure takes. It is, essen 
tially, a three-decker affair, with 
different customs rates prevailing 
under the general, intermediate and 
Brit'sh preferential schedules 
The highest scale consists of gen- 


eral tariff duties applicable to 
goods imported from foreign coun 
tries, such as the United States 
with whom Canada has entered 


into no mutual trade arrangement 


The intermediate scale, somewhat 
lower than the general, applies to 
goods entering the Dominion from 
those nations, such as France, with 
whom Carneda has concluded spe- 
cial commercial treats 

And finally the British prefer 
ential duties, the lowest of all 
ply to products arriving on 
Canadian market from tt U 
Kingdom and certain other 
of the British Empire 

HE British preferential scale 
represents a device invented 
by that great Liberal finance 


minister, Hon. W. S. Fielding, and 


enacted in 1897 by the govern- 
ment of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 

This Empire preference was 
based upon a reduction in those 
customs duties applicable to 
gocds of British origin in com- 
parison with stationary or, in 


some cases, slightly lowered du- 
ties on goods of foreign origin. 

That was the Liberal method 
of extending a trade preference 
to their kith and kin overseas. 

But there remains yet another 
method of granting such a pref- 
erence represented by the spread 
between Empire and foreign du- 
ties. That spread can <lso be ex- 
tended through an all-round in- 
crease in our tariff »#edules— 
and that is the Tory way as ex- 
emplified in the 1932 Ottawa 
trade agreements 

Mr. Bennett's scheme of wid 
ening the preference consists in 
revising upward cur foreign tar- 
iff schedules, leaving Empire 
duties at their former level or, in 
some cases, actually increasing 
even them slightly 

The aggregate result of this 
manipulation of the British pref 
erence, far trom representing the 


Liberal conception of an all- 
round reduction in tariffs, has 
been increased protection = all- 
round with Empire exporters to 


Canada deriving litte or no prac- 
tical benefit or value
